The firſt thing then which they aſcribe to Chriſt, is, 
that he is trae, Maſter wee know that thou art true. Which 
ſeemeth to me to inferre three things, firſt that he knew 
the truth, ( that muſt needes bee implyed) ſecondly that 
he vſed to ſtand ſtifly to it, and to maintaine ir againſt 
the oppoſers of it, for thats, eſſe veracem, to be one that 
not onely hath the truth in himſelfe, but holdes and 
vpholds it againſt others. Thudly that he was faithful 
and ſincere in all his proceedings, leading an innocent 
and blameleſſe life amongſt them. And that Chriſt was. 
true in himſelfe in all theſereſpects, is moſt euident to vs 
that know the truth, ſo that to ſpend time in the proofe 
of it, were but to hold a candle to the Sunne; but asthey 
were eminently in Chrift, ſo ought they to bee compe- 
tently in euery Miniſter of Chriſt Teſns. Firſt it is ne-

And 
it is a diſmall conditionall woe, which Saint Pas doth 
expreſſely chunder ont againſt himſclfe, and, in him- 
ſclfe, againſt all others; Ye mihi ſo non exangelizavers . 1.car.g-6. 
Woe be to me, if 1 preach not the Goſpel, And therefore 
here you ſee that the intollerable negligence of ſome 
amongſt vs comes iuſtly to be reprooucd ; who, it may 
be, are outwardly b/ameleſſe in their lines, but yet, ſilent 
in their Miniftery:liuing in the Church like Lamps with» 
out light , or Bells without clappers, or as a Cryerina 
Court without 4 voyce ; for, innocens, abſg, ſermane, con- 
werſatio (faith Saint Hirrome) quantum exemplo prodeſt, Hier. ad 
tantum ſilentis neces : A dumbe Miniſter, though of an Ocean 
innocent life , doth hurt as much by his ſilence, as hee 
helpes by his example. A Miniſter, by his place, is not 
only a Chriſtian, but a Ruler amongſt Gods people; not 
only a Sevldier of Chriſts, but a Watchman of the 
Lord of Hoaſts; not only a /beepe of the fold, but a 
Shepheard of the flocke; not only a fone of the building, 
but a Bilder of the Houſe of God: not only a plans of 
| the Garden, but a Planter of the trees thereof; not on · 
ly achila of the Family, but a ſpirituall Farber to be-

leaſt when God ſhall come to vs with, how cameſt 7 
in hither? wee bee ſtrucke dumbe by his Maieſt ie in the 
day of his Viſitation: 

Secondly, as a Maſters wor ke is te teach, ſo the ſab- 
ect of his labour, the matter that hee is to worke vpon, 
is, the way of God, that is, as Dauid expounds it, The 
Gods Teſtimonies, the way of Gods Precepts, the way 
of Goa Commandements : and in plaine tearmes, that 
manner of liuing here, which God hath preſcribed to 
vs in his Word. Which,in regard ofthe eminencic,and: 
profitablenes of it, aboue all other wayes that mans wit 
can finde out, or any other creature make knowne to 
him; is in other places called the way of Wiſedome_, 
Knowledge, Truth, Peace, Life, Saluation, & c. it is here 
called the way of God, ſpecially in three reſpectsʒ becauſe: 
it is revealed of God, approued of God, and leadeih thoſe 
that walke in it, to the fruition of God. 

Gods Word then, muſt be the Matter of our teaching, 
we may not deliuer any thing clſe,of our one heads in 
the roome of it, for Gods way and mans way, thedire- 
ctions of Gods Word, and the thoughts of mans heart, 
are as contrary one to the other as light and darkneſſe. 
My thoughts are not your thoughts , neither are your wayes- 
my wayes , faiththe Lord; for as the Heauens are bis hey 
then the Earth, enen ſo are my wayes hie ber then your 
wayes, and my thoughts then your thong his. And the A- 


r-Cor.3.19. poſtle faith, that the wiſdome of this World is foolrſhneſſt 
with Gd. And therefore we are to looke to ity that wee 


doe not only reach, but that the matter of our teael ng 
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bee the Word of God, and not the froth of our owne 
braines, nor the Learning which wee gather out of hu- 
mane Authors, any further then wee finde it conſonant 
to the Word of God. For Gods way muſt needs be an 
vndefiled way, but mans way cannot chooſe but bee 
corrupted; ſeeing that ſuch as che Fountaine is, ſuch 
muſt needs be the water that runnes from ir. 
1. Thirdly, asthewarter of our, Mini#ery is the n 
of God, ſo the manner of our delivery of it muſt bee s 
truth. Studie to ſhew ti ſelſe approacd of God, (ſaith Saint 799245 
Paul to Timothy) A Workman that needeth not to be aſha- 
med, righth diniding the Word of Trmh. So that it is 
not enough for a Miniſter to teach the truib, vnleſſt that 
he teach ir is 31r#4h tooʒ rightly, and ſo as it oughtto be 
be taught: fora good matter may be marde in the band.

Now, that it may ſo be taught, we muſt teachit,only, 
whoty, plainly, and wiſely. Only without addition,who- 
ly without diminution, plainly withour aſſectation, and — 
wiſely without indiſcretion. 0 
Firſt, that the way of Truth may be taughtin truth; 
it is en to be taught. As we muſt teach nothing elle for 
it, ſo wee may mixe nothing elſe with it. It is a perfe& 
way of it ſelfe, which is able to make vs wiſe vnto ſul- 1 Tin.

they to him: A fault, v hich ſome that ier it am 
vs, are but too guiltie of, to the great hurt of tho 
fimple Auditories, and the too palpable diſcouerie of 
their owne inſinceritie; for hat is this, but to act the 
parts of the vnfaithfull Ie ſuites, and Prieſts of Rome 
and Rhemes who doe purpoſely ſo wrap vp the light of 
Gods Word in a darke clowd of abſolete and barbarous 
wordes, that all wiſe men ſee, they labour rather to 
procure admiration to themſelues, then glorie to Cod, 
and ſaluation to his Church. It as a iudgement upon

they might heave, and yet net vnder fand; and what dif 
ference is there betwixt a parable and an affeed kinde 
of eloquence, which tranſcends the capacuie of our

not with wiſedome of wordes d und in obedience to this

cal · ui An. Jer ouer Gods houſhold , doth not onely giue his fel- 


low ſtruanrs meate, and in due ſeaſon, but he giues to e- 
uery one their portion. The ſame diſh of meate is nei- 
ther fit for euery ones perſon., nor agreeable to eucry 
ones ſtomack. There is great difference of Hearers in 
euery Auditorie: ſome are ignergnt , and they mult be 
inſtructed, ſome ate erroniow , and they mult be confa- 
ted; ſome are drſordered, and they muſt be admnniſhed; 
ſome are weake, and they muſt be ſfrengt hened; ſome are 
diſtrefſed, and they mult be comforted; ſome are tra- 
aible, and they muſt be a/ſared; and ſome are obſtinate, 
and they muſt be rerrified; ſo that there is great ptu- 
dence required in fitting the matter of our diſcourſe, to 
their ſeuerall eſtates and neceſſities: And to this end, as 
our Auditories are mixt, ſo ſhould our teaching be, we 
are to ling at once, both of Mero; and of Indgement; to 
bring vew and ald together out of our treaſurie; to 
powre Wine and Oile together into the wounds of our 
Patients, and not to vſe one ſalue onely for cucry ſore, 
nor to harpe al Hayes to them vpon one ſtring. 
And as our mattet᷑ muſt be good ſpirituall food in it 
ſelfe, and various; fitted ro their ſcuerall conditions: 
ſo muſt it be cleanly dreſſed and diſhr vp, and Skilfully

For rhey-which will goe abong to 
pleaſe men ( ſaith Saint Pan!) re not the ſeruants of Chriff 
when truth is to be taught, falſhood to be confuted, vice 
to be diſcouered and condemned, and vertue to be coun- 
tenanced, and encouraged, and that in the name, and 
by the word of God, what an high ſinne were it for vs 
then, to deale partially with men, for loue or feare of 
their outward perſons? we may not do it, and that we do 
it not, let vs call to mind how E/i«h behaued himſelfe 
againſt Ahab, in condemning his Idolatrous courſes, and 
Eliſhah againſt /choram, King of Iſrael, when he was in 
the companie of 1choſhephat the King of Iadab, and Na. 


352 22.7.thanagainſt Dawidin telling him of his Adulterie with 
Le 3g. Yriahs wite, and Joby Baptiit againſt Herod'in reprouing 


him for Herodias his brother Philips wifezand for all the 
euill which-Herod had done, though theſe were Kings. 
And to theſe might be added the examples of the Apo- 
ſtles, and Apoſtolicke men in the times of the Primitiue 
Church, who neither for loue, nor hope, nor feare, nor 
any other reſpect, would euer bee drawne to deale par- 
ally in their teaching the way of God to the world. 
Let vs therefore follow their examples, aſſuring our 
ſelues, that what God ſpake to the Prophet Jeremie, is 
in him ſpoken to euery one of vs. Grrd up thy /opnes,and 


Jer.1-17- 4riſc,and ſpeake vnto them, all that] commannd i bee, be not 


diſmayed at their faces, leaſt I confound thee before them.

. y, for our Perſons, this title of Teachers, 

795877 
ders which rule well (faith the Apoſtle) be conmted worthy 
double bonaur, efpecially they which labour in the Ward and. 
Doctrine, which double honour hath beene euer vncon- 
troleably acknowledged, the honour of rencrence and 
maintenance, ſuch as beſits our calling; both which, thoſe 
which are taught by vs, are bound by the Lawes of God 
and Nations, freely and fully to afſoord to vs. 

Firſt, for the honour of reserence, it is the Apoſtles 1 73,75, 
owneexhortation to hearers;mee beſeechyouBrethrents 13. 
know them which labour among you, and are auer you intbe 
Ford, that you efl eme very lig blyef them in lone far their 
mor ke fake.

out ding your owe deuiſes to it, and wholy, without 
preſuming to paſt ouer any part of it vapraciſed, as 
occaſion to doe itis offered vnto yon; for if any man 
ſhall adde vnto it, God ſhall adde vnto him the plagues 
that are written in his Booke;anl1 if any (hall take away 
— my God ſhall take away his part out of the Booke

Lim and his falſhood, before God and his Truth; and 
therefore take heed, that throu 


h reſpect of mens per- 
ſons you renounce not your Religi 
dels. Amicus fit Plato, magis amica verites: Tt is good 
for a man, though to loue his friend well, yer ſtill to 
preferre the Truth before him. |
